WASHINGTON, Jnly 28.— The senate 


at 3 o'clock Testcrclay aftoraoon, «fter a 
week of senatorial speeches, agreed to 
the tether conforeuce of the tariff bill 
asked by tlio house of 
representatives. 


The test of strength yesterday came on 
Mr. Washljuni'B motion that tho senate 
recede from that .portion of the sugar 
amendment placing a differential of one- 
cighth of 1 cent on sugars above No. 16 
Dutch standard. 


Aftor an hcnr and a half of debate on 


tho pending points of order, the presi- 
inent pro tonipore, Mr. Harris, who was 
in tho chair iu the absence of Vice Pres- 
dent Stevousou, sustiiinecl the point of 
order und raled the motion out. The 
decision wtu . immediately appealed 
from, and a motion made to lay the lat- 
ter motion on the table. Both motions 
resulted in a tie vote, Mr. Hill and the 
Populists acting with the Repablicau» 
iu the effort to get a direct vote of the 
Ei-nate ou Mr. Wtishlmru's motion. 


Intense excitement prevailed owing to 


the closeness of the vote. In case of a 


•: tie the motion is lost, according to par- 


liamentary kuv. The failnre to sustain 
the chuir on the appeal brought the »en- 
at« to the direct vote on the Washbnrn 
motion. Upon the result hinged per- 
haps the t'ute of the measure. Bnt, 
though the Kopublicans scored the vic- 
tory iu securing the vote on the one- 
eigutli differential, it developed tint 
they had no reserve strength, and tue 
vote on the Woshburn motion also re- 
sulted in a tie, and consequently was 
lost. 


All the Democrats, save Mr. Hill and 
Jlr. Iiliy, who weie psiired, iu favor of 
striking our the one-eighth, stood by the 
caucus ugnxnnunt and voted against the 
motion. The Ropublicjms also present- 
ed a solid front, Mr. Quay, who voted 
for the one-ei^'th when the bill was in 
the senate, joined with his colleagues in 
the hope of beutiug tho bill by this 
indirect method. The threo Populists 
acted throughout with the Republicans. 


Alter these voces no attempt was 


made ro delay matters, aud the resolu- 
tion to agree to a further conference 
was agreed to without division. Tho 
chiur then reappointed the conferees, 
ilessrs. Xoorhees, Jones, Vest, Harris, 
Sherman, Allison and Aldrieh, and the 
senate, after transacting a little routine 
business, adjourned until Monday.

WASIUXUTON, July 28. — There was 


not a quorum, of members in the house 
yesterday afc any time and all the busi- 
ness that was transacted was by unani- 
mous consent. Only once was there a 
hitch iu the smooth running congres- 
sional machinery, and iu this case ad- 
vantage \v;is taken of tho absence of a.

until 8 o'clock, ihe evening session to be 
devoted to private bills. 


TREASURY STATEMENT. 


The Gold Iteserve Xuw I,ef*t Xhitu It Wn«

VVASIIIXUIOS, July aS.—Today's, out- 


going steamers from New York will 
cany $3,300,000 in gold which was 
drawn from the New ITork subtreasury 
for export. This left the gold reserve 
at the close of business yesterday at 
165,22;!,5-J6, or over $U,000,OUO less than 
the lowest point readied prior to the 
February bond issue. Tlie cash balance 
yesterday was $134,580,439. 


Tho treasury ofliciaLs exhibit no un- 


Kisiness whatever over tho rapid molt- 
ing away of tho reserve. The fact that 
the available cash balance remains prac- 
tically unimpaired and the expectation 
that a tariff bill will soou pass both 
houses aud become a law are sources of 
comfort at this time to the treasury 
folks. With the passage of a tariff biU 
tho officials conndentlyexpect arovival of 
tradeauda corresponding increase in the 
customs and internal revenue receipts. 
With renewed commercial activity re- 
turn shipments of gold, it ia thought, 
would probably set in and continue un- 
til normal conditions are reached. 


Strike Ventured OIT. 


WEST OAKLASB, Cal., July 28.—The 


local branch of the American -Railway 
union voted to declare tho strike off. A 
resolution to tho effect was passed after 
a heated debate, the vote standing 187 
for and l-ll> against. Tho meeting lasted 
until midnight aud was very stormy in 
character. Both sides battled with en- 
ergy aud determination. As a result 
some ill feeling was aroused. After the 
division an exciting 
scene ensued. 


Cheer after cheer broke forth from the 
opposing elements. Chairs Mid benches 
were upset and general confusion pre- 
vailed.

STiiw YOHK, July 28.—B. GK Dtm & 


Conjpany's weekly review of trade says: 
The heavy outgo of gold, the fall of the 
treasury reserve and of the price of 
wheat to the lowest point on record and 
tho increasing uncertainty about tho 
tariff, havo entirely overshadowed other 
industries. Business delayed for months 
by invo gi'oab strikes now crowds the 
railroads and swells returns aud gives 
tlu; impression of revival in business. 


But it ia iioG yet clear how fur there 


is an increase in new traffic, distin- 
guished from that which, has been 
merely blockaded or deferred. In some 
branches thuro has been more activity, 
but iu others less, because events early 
this week led many to infer that 110 
change of tariff would* be made. The 
internal revenue receipts on whisky 
suddenly dropped more than half and 
salus of wool greatly increased. But 
tho uncertainty is not removed, and 
lunch of the business done seems to be 
in. tho iiatureof insurance against possi- 
bilities. 


Wheat has found in the lowest depths 


a deeper still and hus sold below oo 
cents, malting the monthly average at 
New York the lowest ever known. 
Western receipts havo been 5,J3<jtH74 
bushels, against 3,139,21)5 hist year, in 
part because of delayed shipments, but 
tho movement from the farms has been 
heavy, while Atlantic exports have beon 
only 1,511,004 bushels, agninst 3,057,050 
last year. 


Corn was stronger, with accounts of 


injury to part of t;ho crop, aud the ox- 
ports are trifling, 


Cotton declined a sixteenth to 7 cents, 


though recuipM from plantalions wero 
small. 
Official loports ueunt for noth- 


ing in comparison with enormous visi- 
ble stocks. 


Textile industries have been purcepti- 


bly stimulated, according to dealers, by 
di&igroumeiits which many suppose may 
prevent ohangu of the tariff, and there 
has been inorts buyuig of cotton goods, 
with slightly higher prices for a few, 
notwithstanding tho closing of some im- 
portant mills. The stuck of such goods 
is, on the whole, quite large. 


In woolen?!, the goods famine, which 


clothiers prepared for rhojuselvess by de- 
ferring orders, is such that imperative 
necessities now koep most of tho mills 
at work und purchases of wool for iin- 
niodiutu use are large. 


But chore is no change for the better 


as respects orders, running into 'tho 
future, and, indeed, some concerns havo 
withdrawn spring samples on which 
very low prices had been fixed, and will 
make no effort for trade at present. 
Sules of wool havo been greatly swelled 
jy speculation, in tlio hoiief that wo< . 
B not likely to decline in any ovent, but 
nay adv;iucu sharply if tariff changes
